PROPOSE TWO NEW 

MERION APARTMENTS 



Planned for Near Highland Avenue 
and Wynnewood Road. 
Two new apartments are to be 
erected in Merion if plans now 
under way materialize. No per- 
mits for the operation have yet 
been issued by the township, but 
plans have been submitted to the 
building inspector for sugges- 
tions, and bids on the construc- 
tion have been invited from vari- 
ous contractors. 

Both apartments are to be on 
the co-operative plan and will be 
sold to the tenants, not rented, it 
is said. They will be erected near 
the corner of Highland avenue 
and Wynnewood road. One is 
to cost $105,000, the other $130,- 
000. Perry Edmunds is given as 
the owner of the Highland avenue 
tract on which one apartment will 
be built. The other, on Wynne- 
wood road, is proposed for the 
C. P. McCurdy tract. 

Pratt is Architect. 

Roy G. Pratt, with offices in the 
Franklin Trust Building, is the 
architect directing the operation. 
Mr. Pratt was the architect for 
the. co-operative apartment which 
was built last year on Consho- 
hocken avenue, Bala, near City 
Line. 

Merion now has one apartment, 
the_ Merion Manor, directly, op- 
posite the Merion railroad station. 
Considerable opposition against 
this developed from Merion resi- 
dents, when plans for it were first 
announced. 



Church "poor boxes" are not 
usually guarded by burglar alarms, 
but they may be upon occasion. The 
fact that one in St. Margaret's 
Church, Narberth, is so guarded, 
led to the apprehension last 
Wednesday of a sneak-thief, who 
tried to make away with money 
contributions which parishioners 
had dropped therein. 

The man entered the church at 
noon and when he tampered with 
the "poor box" the burglar alarm 
rang. Father Robert F. Hayes in 
charge of the parish, attracted by 
the noise caught the intruder be- 
fore he could make his get-away, 
and-rturned, hirrkover tolbe police. 

The thief first gave a fictitious 
name and claimed that he was from 
South Dalcota. A bit of clever de- 
tective work by Police Lieutenant 
Mullin, however, established the 
fact that the man's name was 
Charles Hamilton and that he had 
been rooming at 212 South Fifth 
street, Camden. Further investiga- 
tion showed that he had been pre- 
viously convicted of larceny in 
Washington, D. C. 

Given a hearing before Magis- 
trate Kromer in Ardmore Wednes- 
day afternoon, Hamilton was held 
for a further hearing until his rec- 
ord could be inspected. Monday at 
the second hearing he was held for 
Court and committed to the county 
jail at Norristown in default of 
$500 bail. 

Rev. Hayes, who is in charge of 
St. Margaret's, was recently trans- 
feree! to Narberth from a parish 
in the coal regions. He explained 
at the hearing Monday that he had 
been forced to- resort to burglar 
alarms for guarding the "poor box" 
by his experiences in the coal re- 
gion. Sneak-thieves there had re- 
peatedly made off with the poor 
contributions until the alarm was 
installed. 



Councilman A. Perry Redifer, 
of i Shirley road, died suddenly 
at his home at A. M. Monday. 
Mr. Redifer was fifty-nine years 
of age. His death was due to a 
stroke. 

In Mr. Redifer's death, Nar- 
berth has lost a beloved and re- 
spected resident, and a citizen of 
wide civic contacts and experi- 
ence. Practically every phase of 
local activity- has felt the influence 
of his interest and counsel. 

Andrew Perry Redifer was born 
in Philadelphia September 22, 
1867, the son of Simon S. and 
Sarah McDaniel Redifer. He re- 
ceived his education in the Phila- 
delphia schools and graduated in 
1SS7 from the University of Penn- 
sylvania, where he was a class- 
mate and friend of former United 
States Senator George Wharton 
Pepper. 

In the early nineties, he and 
Mrs. Redifer moved to Narberth, 
where he immediately took an in- 
terest in the civic affairs of the 
then sparsely populated town. 
When the Narberth Association 
was formed to protect Narberth's 
interests as part of Lower Mer- 
ion township, Mr. Redifer became 
its secretary, and served in this 
capacity until the formation of 
the Borough in 1895. 

The decree of the Courts grant- 
ing the Borough charter and or- 
dering an election appointed Mr. 
Redifer an inspector of the elec- 
tion. When Council was or- 
ganized, he was appointed clerk 
and served in that capacity for a 
number of years. In 1905 he was 
elected a member of Council, a 
position which he has filled ever 
since. 

At the time of his death Mr. 
Redifer was chairman of the im- 
portant Finance Committee of 
Council, and was nicknamed the 
"Watchdog of the Treasury" in 
recognition of his conservatism- 
and common sense in the spend- 
ing of the funds available for 
borough use. 

Throughout his long residence 
in Narberth, Mr. Redifer held 
many posts of importance. He 
was one of the organizers of the

Local Office Will Begin New Carrier 
Delivery April 1. 

On and after April 1, 1927, 
Postmaster J. Bertram Nesper 
announces that earlier carrier 
service will be given the patrons 
of "the Narberth Post Office. 

Under the present schedule it 
is universally agreed that the mail 
is received too late to be of any 
service, especially for residents en- 
gaged in business in another city. 
With the new system in effect the 
carriers will leave the Post Office 
at 7.30 A. M., and a complete de- 
livery of all their mail to be ef- 
fected shortly after 10 A. M. The 
afternoon delivery will also be 
one hour earlier than at present. 

Box renters will also be able to 
get their mail earlier with this 
new schedule as all firstclass mail 
and papers will be placed in the 
boxes before fi.:30 A. M. 

Parcel Post, Stamp, General 
Delivery and Registry Windows 
will be open from 7 A. M. to (i.30 
P. M. 

Money Order Window will be 
open from 8 A. M. to (i P. M.

According to the Better Busi- 
ness Breau of St. Louis, Ernest 
Howell, who styles himself "Neck- 
tie Tyler, the Blind Tie Salesman," 
is connected with the Mississippi 
Valley Knitting Mills, now located 
at 1718 Washington avenue, St. 
Louis. 

The Mississippi Valley Knitting 
Mills is owned by one Jacob 
Karchmer, who is well known 
in St. Louis, where he has 
an unenviable record as a pro- 
moter of questionable schemes. 
He has been arrested and his 
place raided in the past. He was 
born in Vilna, Russia, and is said 
to hold some radical views. He 
served in the Marine Corps dur- 
ing the world war, but has been 
expelled from the American Le- 
gion because of conduct unbecom- 
ing to a gentleman. Mr. Karch- 
mer's past activities have shown 
a preference for blind "decoys.' 
Mr. Karchmer was formerly vice 
president of the St. Louis Knitting 
Mills. 

. The Better Business Bureau has 
just received unconfirmed infor- 
mation that another well-known 
St. Louis blind man has just 
signed a contract with still another 
promoter to entitle him to 20 per 
cent, of the profits. Because of 
the success in securing business 
through an indirect blind plea, the 
"tie fever" seems be inoculating 
the blind and disabled of St. 
Louis. No doubt the spread of 
the disease is being speeded with 
"injections" by shrewd promoters. 
We hope that most people will 
instantly recognize the risk taken 
in heeding a plea to purchase un- 
ordered merchandise sent by mail. 
At best, it is an annoying and un- 
ethical method of merchandising. 
When it is used by promoters 
coupled with a disguised plea for 
charity or sympathy, it is unusu- 
ally vicious. 

In our opinion the quickest way 
to rid this country of the newest 
form of nuisance, the sending of 
-unordered merchandise, is to 
make the business unprofitable for 
those engaged in it. The way to 
Tnake it unprofitable is to cause 
losses through non-returns.

C0NEST0GA WAGONS 

Recalled to Minds of Rotarians by 
Parsons — Nominations. 

Civil war days, and the time when 
Conestoga Wagons, ancestors of the 
prairie schooner, traveled along 
Montgomery pike were recalled 
Tuesday by Luther S. Parsons, ad- 
dressing the Bala-Cvmvyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club. 

Mr. Parsons, one of Cynwyd's 
oldest residents, and a local histori- 
an of marked ability, has spoken 
to various groups on several occa- 
sions during the past year. His talk 
Tuesday dealt with the old farms 
and wagon roads which used to 
make up this section. 

In the area including Narberth, 
Merion, Bala, Cynwyd, Gladwyne 
and Penncoyd, there were but a 
dozen large farms. Each farm had 
its spring house and milk route, and 
milk wagons jogging over the dirt 
roads formed a large part of the 
traffic. 

There were only a few main 
roads at that time. The oldest which 
still survives is Ford road, Cyn- 
wyd, which was once called the In- 
dian Trail. Alost of the roads at that 
time led to Ford's, over the Schuyl- 
kill, and shad used to swim about 
the horses' legs as wagons crossed 
the river. 

With the advent of the railroad, 
wagon freight fell into disuse, and 
gave rise to the several ballads pop- 
ular at the time. One of these, ''The 
Wagoner's Lament," was sung by 
the speaker to the delight of the 
diners.

Judge Harold G. Knight made a 
strong plea for the teaching of re- 
spect and regard for law and the 
urge of right-thinking people to 
set a living example for others. 

"Enforcement of the criminal 
law in this country depends upon 
public opinion, and laws which 
are not in accord with public 
opinion are incapable of strict en- 
forcement," the Judge said. "The 
administration of the criminal law 
in any community is just as ef- 
ficient as the people of the com- 
munity demand and deserve. 

Three Types of Laws. 

"There are three types of crimi- 
nal laws." Judge Knight went on. 
"First, those laws which an over- 
whelming majority of the people 
want to see enforced. Second, 
those which a majority of the 
people want enforced, and third, 
those which a majority do not 
want enforced, or are indifferent 
about. 

"The more spectacular crimes, 
such as murder, fall in the first 
class. Prohibition and motorists' 
road laws are considered as ap- 
proved by a majority of the 
people, but not by an overwhelm- 
ing majority'. 

"In the third class are such stat- 
utes as the law against profane 
language, selling cigarettes to 
minors, spitting in public places, 
and, in some localities, prohibiting 
certain forms of activities on the 
Sabbath day. The non-enforce- 
ment of these laws is a matter of 
common knowledge." 

A majority of the people do not 
want Sunday blue laws enforced, 
but a majority in Montgomery 
county, at least, does want pro- • 
hibition enforced, Judge Knight 
insisted. 

Most Are Indifferent. 

Commenting on stumbling 
blocks in the path of law enforce- 
ment, Judge Knight mentioned 
the following: 

"Indifference characterizes in general 
the attitude of the people at large to- 
wards the enforcement of the criminal 
law. They see the law violated, and ut- 
ter no protest. They complain about 
the prevalence of crime, but do not lift 
their finger to help in the detection, ap- 
prehension or conviction of the criminal. 
Many of our foremost citizens are never 
ready to serve on a Jury when sum- 
moned, but endeavor to evade service. 
When crime becomes rampant, citizens 
will say something ought to be done 
about it, but never think of doing any- 
thing themselves. 

"Personal interest in the offender is 
another fault. Good citizens are against 
crime In the abstract; they believe in 
the enforcement of the criminal laws, 
but not when the criminal is a friend, 
relative or neighbor. 

"Sentlmentalism and sympathy are 
other stumbling blocks, in connection 
with the trial of offenders. Witness the 
case of a woman charged with murder. 
It is almost impossible to secure a con- 
viction by the average Jury." 



8333 on Pennsy Pension Roll. 

A summary of the operations of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Sys- 
tem's Pension Department during 
1926, being assembled for inclu- 
sion in the company's annual re- 
port, shows that at the close of 
the year 8333 retired employees 
were on the company's "Roll of 
Honor," receiving pensions. Dur- 
ing the year 993 new names were 
added to the pension rolls, while 
765 employees previously retired 
died, leaving the net increase in 
the "Roll of Honor" 228. 

The total pension payments last 
year amounted to $5,175,646; an 
increase as compared with 1925 of 
$413,649. Since the establishment 
of the pension plan in 1901 the 
total payments aggregated $46,- 
319,534.87.

Gift for Children's Department is

The library has received this 
week through the generosity of Mr. 
Peter Stam, of Rockland avenue, 
a pictorial and very colorful map 
which, as soon as framed, will hang 
in the children's department. This 
is the "Map of Adventures" de- 
signed by Paul M. Paine, of the 
Syracuse Library, and is similar to 
the "Map of America's Making" 
designed .by the same man, and al- 
ready hanging in the children's 
room. 

This "Map of Adventures" bear- 
ing the motto, "And blest is he, who 
follows free, the Road to Any- 
where," is intended to be a guide to 
stories of adventure for girls and 
boys, and on it are marked the 
scenes which form the background 
of many of the stories which they 
are reading. 

On the map may be traced the 
route of Kim of the Eyerishti regi- 
ment in Kipling's story of that 
name, and there is marked the spot 
where Stanley found Livingstone. 
Hans Brinker's country is indicated 
and the place where the Grosvenor 
was wrecked. Tom Sawyer's river 
seems to have no other name 
though it is easily identified, and 
the route of the Cachelot is out- 
lined. Even the Flying Dutchman 
may be seen in ghostly form in the 
proper place. It is remarkable how 
vividly stories are recalled by a 
simple study of the map and what 
a stimulus it is to reading and re- 
reading. 

The library is grateful to Mr. 
Stam not only for this decorative 
map, but also for his alert thought- 
fulness which ever since the library 
started six years ago, has frequent- 
ly prompted him to share with the 
library in a very helpful way the 
benefit of his contacts with books 
and publishing houses.
